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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is in response to tine amendment filed 04/05/201 0, wlierein 
claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 8-33 and 35 have been cancelled. Claims 3, 5, 7 and 34 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 04/05/201 0, with respect to the 
rejection of claim 34 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of the claim has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee.

In claim 7, line 5, the phrase "which contains" is replaced with the phrase "and 
wherein the alcohol is" 

In claim 7, last line, the term "as the alcohol" is deleted. 

In claim 34, the first two commas in line 2 and the second comma in line 4 are 
replaced with semicolons. 

In claim 34, line 4, the term "optionally," (the comma included) is deleted. 

In claim 34, an "and" is inserted at the beginning of the last line. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3, 5, 7 and 34 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
claims are allowable over the closest prior art reference of record: Kim et al. (US 

6,248,818). 

Kim et al. discloses a gel-like conductive polymer composition comprising water, 
PSS-doped PEDOT, additional dopant that includes dodecylbenzenesulfonic acid, and 
a C1-C4 monohydric alcohol solvent. However, the content of the alcohol in the 
composition is too high for the water content to be 66% or more. In fact, the water 
content in the composition is inherently much smaller than 66%.
